To the Warden and Members of the Council of the County of Oxford. 
 Gentlemen—I beg to present my First Report on designated 
roads for the year of 1906 for your consideratién. Through unfore- 
soon circumstances I have not yet completed my work of imspection, 
therefore am not in a position to report to you in full, as anticipated, 
but hope to do so at an early date. fe 

- Annexed hereto you will find the expenditure on designated roads 
of each municipality inspected. I have satisfied myself the following 
expenditures are as near correct as circumstances will permit and the 
section 12 of By-Law 519 has been complied with and recommend 


that the municipalities be paid the amounts as apportioned. 


During my tour over the designated roads I find that with the 
exception of a few instances, such as putting breast walls to pipe cul- 
verts to prevent washouts replacing large culverts with cement arches 
and replacing gravel with crushed stone or crushed gravel, the work 
has been performed in the ordinary way ; although some of the work 
is of a fairly substantial nature, while in the majority of cases there 

isa great deal of room for improving. To be explicit and as brief as 
possible I will treat this matter in question in the following manner. 
The grading in a great many cases is not very well done; it is irregular 
in width, lacks sufficient erown, the side trenches. are not deep enough 
ost wy to be of any service in so far as drainage is concerned no-more should 
Re A be graded than can be treated with a good lay of gravel, particularly | 
| ona main road. 
~ More care should be exercised in the selectiow of gravel and 


jas ‘ 3 , . 
spreading the same, in many cases the gravel is of a poor quality— 
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upon enquiry your inspector is always informed that it is the best 
available, but I find that in the majority of cases good material may 
be had if the crushers came in common use. 2 

You will observe by the expenditures that very slight attention 
is paid to the drainagé of the road. This is in my opinion a very im- 
portant question and it should receive more attention in the “future. 

Your Inspector is of the opinion that the appropriation for the 
improvement of roads is not sufficient to produce any good results.
